B. HISTOHT . . 

1. Formation . In April 1944» M FAX 60 v/as formed in Arcachcn from 
personnel of Aust Le Havre under its Leiter Xapt, Lt. SOHUCHMANN. The residue 
of the Aust was retained in Lc Havre under 0/Go£r*FR0TSGHER and from this 
cub-station of M.FAX 60 W/T control V7as maintained over the Y//T stay-behind 
agent network previously established by Georges XAULEN, official of the Aust, 
along the three coasts of France, in anticipation of the. Allied invasion. 

During May and Juno, the staffs at Aronchon and Lo Havre were consider- 
ably augmented, /. 

2, Withdrawal, into Holland. In mid-August 1944,' the FAX retreated 
from Arcachon across France- and Belgium via Arras, Ste.Monohould and Brussels

G. SUBORN MATE FORMAT IONS . 

1. In. October 1944, an out -station of M. FAX 60 with cover-name "PATIENCE"- 
v/as established in Groningen under tho joint command of Lt.Y/EISHEIT and V/er’ncr 
ROEPiCE. The primary function of this Stolle was the recruitment and training 
of Dutch agents* 

2. In about November 1944, Gcfr*Y/URST left Groningen to establish a 
small office in Rotterdam, also for the training of V//T agents* 

3. A third out-station v/as set up in January 1945 in Nordoncy, Frisian 
Islands, by 0 b 1 1 . Y/OEI ILER , whose mission v/asto place German officials or wounded 
service-men as post -occupational Vf/T agents in Ost Friesland, The cover -name 
of the Nordenoy Stelle v/as "PAULINE".
